To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County 
Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  report  is  made  under  considerable  difficulties, 
and  is  as  brief  as  possible  as  a  war  measure,  without 
however  interrupting  the  continuity  of  the  statistical 
and  health  records  of  the  County  Borough* 

The  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  variod  only 
slightly  from  last  year,  with  perhaps  a  slight  improvement, 
but  pneumonia  notifications  showed  a  gratifying  reduction. 

The  birth  and  death  ratos  also  varied  only  slightly 
from  last  year,  but  there  was  a  disappointing  rise  in 
the  infantile  mortality. 

The  new  block  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  opened 
during  the  period,  and  accommodation  provided  for  twenty- 
four  eases.  This,  although  perhaps  a  small  addition  to 
our  health  efforts,  is  filling  a  long-felt  want  most 
successfully. 

The  year  was  an  extrcmoly  busy  one  in  preparation  for 
war  and  actual  war  itsolf,  while  we  were  attempting  to 
carry  on  the  routine  work  as  completely  as  possible. 

Considerable  efforts  were  made  to  keep  up  the 
reputation  of  the  town,  and  I  think  with  some  success, 
in  an  effort  to  soe  that  our  evacuees  arrived  in  their 
new  homes  in  as  clean  and  healthy  a  condition  as  possible, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  and  my  colleagues 
for  the  great  doal  of  help  that  has  been  given  in  a  very 
busy  year.

VENEREAL  DISEASES . 

Mill  Housed  ^tranton,  is  still  being  usod  as  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  for  the  district,  three  sessions 
being  held  per  week  -  two  in  the  evening  and  one  in  the 
afternoon. 

A  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  eases  of 
syphilis,  and  a  small  decrease  in  gonorrhoea  is  recorded. 

This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  younger  men  arc 
serving  in  H.M. Forces,  and  are  being  treated  elsowhcrc. 
Arrangements  aro  now  being  made  whereby  service  eases  can 
receive  treatment  at  tho  local  Clinic. 

The  sulpho-pyradino  treatment  of  gonorrhoea  has  proved 
very  successful,  the  total  attendances  of  each  patient  being 
definitely  shortened.  Provided  proper  precautions  arc 

taken  the  number  of  toxic  reactions  to  the  drug  is  very 
small,  and  in  the  case  of  those  attending  the  Stranton  Clinic 
has  been  very  mild  in  type.
